Large Percentage of Shop¬ 
pers Refuse to Buy 
Nippon-made Goods 

The hidden hand of boycott Is 
beginning to tap Japanese trade 
in this country. 

In Victoria quite a large per¬ 
centage of ahoppers are refusing 
lo buy Japanese-made goods since 
the Slno-Japanese conflict began, 
according to a survey of local 
stores. 

In other centres throughout 
Canada the boycott is beginning 
to be felt and Calgary stores re¬ 
port one out of five customers 
refuse to buy anything Japanese. 

The percentage of Victoria 
shoppers who refuse to buy toys, 
china, and novelties made In 
Japan varies from 10 per cent to 
as high as 45 per cent. 

All salesgirls have noticed a 
large number of Inquiries 
whether goods are made In Japan 
or not. Practically 50 per cent of 
the cheap crockery Is Japanese, 
40 per cent of the toys, and almost 
100 per cent of the novelties. 

“A lot of people have the money 
in their hand and then they notice 
that the thing is made in Japan 
and won't buy It,” one salesgirl 
said. She said that Chinese in¬ 
quired where every article they 
bought was made, but the boy¬ 
cott was being enforced by white 
people as well. 

Store managers are beginning 
to feel the effect. 

"If there is a real boycott we 
won’t buy any more Japanese 
goods.” one manager said. "We 
only buy what the public wants 
to buy.”

BOMBING PLANES 
From Ottawa Journal 

While both airplanes and bombs -have 
been developed enormously In recent years 
anti aircraft defences also have made rapid 
strides. Anti-aircraft- guns didn’t hit many 
enemy planes In the fast war rare not hitting 
many In Spain or China, perhaps won’t hit 
many in another world war, but they will 
always compel attacking airplanes to stay 
high up, and as long as they are forced to 
fly to a great height they cannot do a great 
deal of damage. 

If these sensationalists had said that a 
hundred bombing planes could wreck an en¬ 
tirely undefended city in a couple of days 
they would have been very near the truth, 
witness the devastating work at Guernica 
In the Spanish war—but how different la the 
situation In stoutly defended Madrid! Fran¬ 
co’s big bombers of the very latest type have 
been merrily bombing away at Madrid for 
eight months, practically always from great 
heights, But the city still stands, hardly a 
great building has been destroyed, the 
theatres are atlll running, the people come 
out In the streets to watch the raiders, a few 
timid one* seeking bomb-proof shelters. The 
situation is much the same at It was In Lon¬ 
don In 1917. 

A recent test conducted In Great Britain 
on a derelict battleship showed that one hit 
from 243 bombs wa* secured, the planes fly¬ 
ing at a height of from 8,000 to 10,000 feet.

Scarce, Says MacLean’s

British Columbia produces 
more writers of fiction in pro¬ 
portion to Its population than any 
other part of Canada, according 
to VV. A. Irwin, assistant editor 
of MacLean's Magazine, who has 
been spending a few days In Vic¬ 
toria. 

But it Is still hard to find a 
good quantity of the better type 
of fiction in Canada., he said. It 
is to look for prospects in this 
line and also to gather material 
for a series of articles that Mr. 
Irwin has been visiting the west. 

He came here through the 
drought area of Saskatchewan, 
driving 450 miles through the 
worst affected area, and through 
Alberta, about whose government 
he refuses to comipent, with the 
explanation, "I’m saving that for 
the magazine.” 

He was especially Impressed 
with the contrast to be found in 
the prairies and the west: no 
crop at all In southern Saskat¬ 
chewan, and a fairly good one 
next door In parts of southern 
Alberta, and then the excitement 
In the Turner Valley oil fields. 

"It is quite an education to 
travel in this country," he re¬ 
marked.

In 
keeping with famous underwrit¬ 
ing concern's custom of announc¬ 
ing good news at sea. 

An old man in a red coat an¬ 
nounced to members: 

"Gentlemen, we're advised from 
the Azores that the Endeavour 
has been sighted." 

Today, officials of Lloyds re¬

If 
they don’t get along together, she is the trouble-maker. If marriage 
doesn’t come up to his expectation and he regrets his bargain, 
she was the one who lured him into 11*. If the atmosphere of their 
home is dull and discouraging, she is the Mrs. Gloom who depresses 
things. He even lays the blame of his philandering on her because 
she let herself get old and fat and has lost her complexion and her 
figure. 

‘The woman Ihnu gavrst me, She did It," has been the alibi 
of every husband from Adam down to the present day when 
things went wrong domestically and s marriage went on the 
rocks.

Canada and the United States 
also have brine wells. A fairly 
large number of them have been 
located in Ohio and West Vir¬ 
ginia—in the valley of the Ohio 
River. 

After being pumped from the 
walla, the brine fa allowed to 
evaporate in the sun. or as a re¬ 
sult of being heated over fire. 
The vapor or steam takes away 
the water, and the salt Is left 
behind. Fine table salts are ob¬ 
tained from salt water which has 
been boiled. . , 

Sometimes salt forms a mass 
of solid rock. Nature also makes 
"rock salt" in the form of grains 
and fibres. When it is in fibre 
form, it often is called "hair salt." 

Pure rock salt has no more 
color than window glass. There 
may, however, be impurities In 
the salt, such as iron oxide or 
lime. In that case, it may be 
red, yellow, grey or brown In 
color. 

The best known salt mines hi 
Europe are located in Poland, not 
tar from Cracow. The village of 
Wieliczka has grown up around 
them. They go down to a depth 
of about one-fifth of a mile, and 
have tunnels mote than two ifilles 
long. Taken together, the tunnels 
would measure more than t>3 
miles. 

About 1,000 men work In the 
Wieliczka mines. In the salt de¬ 
posits, workers have found stone 
hammers, stone spearheads and 
other remains of the Stone Age. 
These are taken as proofs that 
Stone Age people In Europe knew 
the place, and went to It to. obtain 
salt lor their food. 

Under the city of Cleveland 
are great beds of salt at a depth 
of 1,800 feet and more. Water is 
pumped down to the salt, and 
comes back In the form of brine 
The yearly output of Cleveland 
salt is about 73,000 ton?.
